Thirty-on- e Are Charged With Fixing
of Prices

WASHINGTON, Sept. 4. Thirty-on- e

food dealers were indicted by the fed-

eral grand jury under the Sherman law
on counts charging price fixing. It is
the first big development of the inves-

tigation department of justice is con-

ducting, at the direction of the presi-

dent, against the food dealers who are
alleged to have seized upon the Euro-

pean war as a pretext to increase the
cost of living.

All the indicted men are local pro-

duce or commission dealers. No na-

tionally known firm was indicted. The
department of justice says that agents
throughout the country are expected
to report material upon which to base
other indictments.
